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bulk in addition to stretching, be able to store up with the state 
where board surface of CD is visible from outside, after the 
CD in was removed, page volume of book * there not to be a 
hindrance , furthermore production cost is held down low. 



With state which leaves space taken up of CD periphery of 
the transparent resin sheet 3 is pasted together in nonwoven 
fabric or other material sheet 2, opening and closing part b 
which possesses the sealing behavior is provided in 
transparent resin sheet 3. 

It is possible to file to option page of book, with side edge of 
the substrate sheet 2 as spelling generation section. 

CD is stored up with substrate sheet 2 and state which is 
protectedbetween transparent resin sheet 3, board surface is 
visible from outside rurthermorethrough transparent resin 
sheet 3. 

Because CD holder 1 entirety becomes thin, handling with 
bookbinding step becomes easy,book which is filed that much

[Technological Field of Invention] 

this invention, CD (compact disc ) although it files to book as 
thesupplement, is something regarding CD holder which is 
utilized. 

[0002] 

[Prior Art] 

Until recently, as chart board which provides aperture of the 
size which is barely larger than CD as CD holder of this kind, 
it consists of reverse side board which is pasted togetherin 
this, in order for CD of protective bag entering to expose in 
the portion of aperture , it inserts, Providing opening closed 
region in order to remove CD from the protective bag to 
portion of chart board , those of paperboard make 
whichbecomes are known, (for example Japan Unexamined 
Patent Publication Hei 7-1866disclosure reference). 

And, CD holder of this type spelling generation portion is 
bent to side edge of board of both which is pasted together 
and isconnected possibly, has reached point where it files to 
option page of book with this spelling generation portion .

[Problems to be Solved by the Invention] 

In addition to protecting CD in satisfactory , be able to store 
up CD holder of paperboard make which is expressed with 
Prior Art , with state where board surface is visible from 
outside, it has possessed benefit that, furthermore it is 
possible re-to store up CD which is removed once, but 
entirety being thick because chart board and reverse side 
board which have thickness are pasted together, in order to 
increase,handling with bookbinding step not to be easy, from

In order to achieve above-mentioned objective , CD holder of 
this invention consists of substrate sheet and transparent resin 
sheet of size which is larger than CD , with state which leaves 
space taken up of CD the periphery of aforementioned 
transparent resin sheet is pasted together in theaforementioned 
substrate sheet , designates that opening and closing part 
which possesses the sealing behavior is provided as feature in 
aforementioned transparent resin sheet . 

Furthermore, space taken up of CD with one and is good with 
two .

As for substrate sheet 2 same as page size of product ?, or * 
with it isgood small. 

In addition, as for transparent resin sheet 3 as with geometry 
which possesses the edge of U-shape from upper edge of 
linear destined for lower ,aperture a which consists of semi- 
being cut off line or theblanking line of small round in both 
ends vicinity of upper edge isprovided, from these aperture a 
destined for lower extension, Furthermore in order to cross 
transparent resin sheet 3 in about in, opening and closing part

CD in is removed from CD holder 1 at time of, it makes the 
state which opened page of CD holder 1, in portion of 
opening and closing part b (Semi- being cut offline) of 
transparent resin sheet 3 applies power with nail and tears, 
that it putsbetween place where it tears with finger and as 
shown in the Figure 3 by pulling, it opens opening and closing 
part b, try to pull out CD in.

Furthermore, when CD holder 1 which is shown with 
above-mentionedeach embodiment bookbinding does when, 
form of book is wireless spelling book, sticking CD holder 
entirety to page (Time even number) of book, youcollate and 
are possible to file, but that way collating CD holder 1 insame 
way as conventional time, even number, it is possible to file.

As it designates namely, substrate sheet 2 and transparent 
resin sheet 3 as same size , heat seal does those periphery 4 
edges with joined portion 4 and pastes together, seal line 5 of 
horizontal direction plural form is formed from side edge 
which becomes thespelling generation section destined for 
space taken up of CD . 

Because as for this seal line 5 strong adhesion strength is not 
required, is not indented condition and it is possible to be a 
flat seal . 

In addition, when it passes through carry per (thickness 
detector ), it is possible toabbreviate seal line 5 of 
corresponding location appropriately. 
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By fact that it makes configuration a this way, it pierces side 
edge which becomes spelling generation section in underside 
and whenarranging, it does not become to do even with when 
substrate sheet 2 whichdoes not have body is used. 

In addition, until it files, when keeping and curl time 
ofconveyance at it is prevented. 

Furthermore, in Figure 1 1 as for 6 with cutting margin, at 
timepiercing to arrange in collation step this side . 
beingpushed, it advances, cutting it is done with last cutting 
step alongside upper part of joined portion 4a of inside . 

Furthermore, with Figure 1 1 opening and closing part b 
curved semi- being cut offline which is close to V-shape or it 
was cut off and it wassomething which configuration is done 
with line and you explained, butit is similar even with those of 
other type . 

[0023] 

As Figure 12 (a ) - CD holder 1 of embodiment which is 
shown in (d )pastes together transparent resin sheet 3 to 
exclude spelling generation part side of substrate sheet 2, 
provides sewing stitch 7 alongside spelling generation part 
side of substrate sheet 2, perforation 8 for filing is provided in 
inside of the sewing stitch 7. 

After as for this CD holder 1 it was possible, separated to 
separate from thebook which is filed at place of sewing stitch 
7 by fact that itfiles to another file making use of perforation 8 
it can rearrange andean keep. 

Therefore, it is necessary to use material whose separating 
ispossible with sewing stitch 7 in substrate sheet 2. 

Furthermore, with this embodiment , being something which 
pastes together the transparent resin sheet 3 in entire surface 
which excludes region of spelling generation part side you 
explained, but if it can form sewing stitch whose separating 
ispossible and alongside spelling generation part side only 
does it is a applicable with CD holder of which type . 

Therefore, as Figure 13 (a ) - shown in (d ), to case of sewing 
stitch 7 extending, pasting together transparent resin sheet 3, 
perforation 8 penetrating the transparent resin sheet 3, may be 
something which it provides.

[Effects of the Invention] 

Because this invention is done above-mentioned way 
configuration , itpossesses effect which is stated next 

[0025] 

It is possible, furthermore board surface of CD to store up 
with state which protects CD by making configuration which 
with the state which leaves space taken up of CD between 
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substrate sheet and the transparent resin sheet pastes together 
periphery of transparent resin sheet in substrate sheet , it 
becomes state which is visible from outside through resin 
sheet , furthermorefact that thickness of entirety becomes thin, 
Case where it files to book with bookbinding step there are 
not timeswhen that much it becomes thick book which is 
superior in the handling property , files depending upon CD 
holder . 

In addition, CD taking in and out is possible from opening 
and closing part . 

[0026] 

And, not providing special spelling generation portion , to 
enlarge substrate sheet , it to be possible to file to book, with 
side edge asspelling generation portion in addition after it 
removed CD .because become just flexible substrate sheet and 
transparent resin sheet , like holder of the conventional 
paperboard make page volume *, there are not kind of times 
when hindrance is caused, While hearing CD , look at book it 
is, kind of when, it is a conducive .

In addition, it is possible to be able to give virginity in stored 
state ,opening and closing part by configuration doing with 
semi- being cut offline.

In addition, because CD holder of this invention just pastes 
together the transparent resin sheet configuration is done in 
substrate sheet , it can hold down production cost low.
